With or without his consent, Senator 
James A. Reed, of Missour!, occupies at 
present the trategic position of runner- 
up in the race for the Democratic nom- 
ination. But, in the language of the 
turf, he is couplei with Gov.

E. ‘Smith of New York, the leader. And 
the rivalry that might be expected be- 
tween two leading candidates for the 
Nation’s highest honor is conspicuously 
lacking. 

Neither Jim Reed nor Al Smith are 
active candidates. Both are attending 
to their present duties. All sugges- 
tions that either or both should shape 
their policies or modifly their convic- 
tions to court fancied political ap- 
proval are being fancied thrust aside. 

In other words, they are standing by 
their principles*'and incidentally the 
fearless, liberal brand of Reeed De- 
mocracy is very similar to the equally 
fearless, liberal brand of Reed De- 
Meanwhile the strife-torn Democratic 
party fs being given an example’of har- 
mony that may serve as a beacon light 
to the coming national convention. 


Interests Senate Visitors. 


Few visitors remain long in the Sen- 
te gallery. without asking the name of 
the man of striking appearance, com- 
manding poise and faultless attire, 
whose gray-white hair and well-chiseled 
features stamp, him at once as one of 
the leaders. Even when he sits quietly 
at his desk in the front row on the 
Democratic side he-attracts attention. 

When he circulates about the cham- 
ber or arises to address the chair, his 
erect carriage and suppressed vigor con-~- 
vey the impression that his hair alone 
tells of his years of ripe experience. 
His eyes are blue and unusually ex- 
pressive, as they flash the fire of some 
momentary indigation or register his 
varying emotions or the earnestness 
which is nearly always in evidence wilth 
Jim Reed. 

To give an accurate saciinahaie it is 
necessary to say that Reed, of Missouri 
has a certain indefinable magnejism 
about his personality and a certain 
artistic smoothness about his every act 
There is never anything harsh, dis- 
cordant or grating about anything he 
says or does. He may seethe with emo-~- 
tion and his rich voice may seem to 
growl and snarl, but he never shouts 
or bangs the desk or loses his poise or 
appears to become excited. There is a 
sort of honeyed svtavity about routine 
motions made by Jim Reed on the floor, 
and the same suavity permeates his 
earnestness in important speeches or 
-rapid fire debate. His confreres say 
there is something typically Reedesq.e 
even about the way he lights a cigar. 

Always Looks Serious. 

In his contacts with his fellow men. 
outside the Senate chamber, the sena- 
tor from Missouri makes a first-flush 
impression of marked seriousness. As 
a rule, he appears as if he had some 
weighty matter on his mind, and the 
low, rich tenor of his conversationa) 
voice gives an added note of solemnity. 
But that is only the first impression 
Few men in the Senate have as keen 
a sense of humor as Reed, and few 
are more companiable, more genuinely 
democratic and more naturally inter- 
esting and entertaining than the sena- 
tor from Missouri. 

And Reed gets his full share of en- 
jJoyment out of the Humorous and 
lighter sides of life, and there is a 
suggestion of warmth rather than cool- 
ness, intimacy rather than aloofness 
about his contacts with friends. |

| Former Envoy to France and 
Vice Premier Are Among 
Those Expelled. 


RADECK ALSO IS BANNED 


Moscow, Dec. 18 (A. P.).—The Com- 
munist party congress today unani- 
mously voted to expel 98 of the most 
prominent opposition leaders from the 
party. 

Among those expelled today are Chris- 
tian Rakovsky, former Ambassador to 
France;. Leon B. Kaneneff, one time 
vice premier who has held half a dozen 
other important positions in the Soviet 
government; Karl Radek, journalist; 
George Piatakov, former vice president 
of the council for national economy; 


Nashewich, former vice. commissar for } 


war, and Sapronoff, former secretary 
of the central executive committee. 

The resolution of expulsion charges 
the opposition with openly adhering to 
the enemies of proletarian dictatorship. 
It declares the central executive com- 
mittee must take measures to sway the 
rank and file members of the Trotzky 
opposition by argument and to expel 
incorrigible elements. 

The oppositionists addressed to the 
congress two petitions, one embodying 
the views of Leon Trotsky, the former 
Soviet commissar for war, and. signed 
by Rakovsky, Radek and Muralov..Trot- 
sky’s chief followers. The other gave 
the views of Gregory S. Zinovieff, who 
was expelled from the party recently 
with Trotsky. This second petition was 


-j}signed by Maneneff, Bakaileff, Evdok- 


imoff and Adelff, all prominent opposi- 
tionists. 

The Trotsky followers, in arguing 
their cause, insisted on the right to 
agitate their views, while the Zinovieff 
followers pleaded the right to retain 
their views while expressing their readi- 
ness to désist from propaganda. 

The. congress insisted on complete 
surrender, holding that Zinoviéff’s 
pledge involved a refusal to abandon 
idiologic weapons. 

Along with the ousted leaders, the 
congress liquidated the old Sapronoff

They were not 
with him because his attendance was 
not a part of his official program of 
entertainment. 

The words “Welcome Lindbergh” 
were displayed in huge crimson letters 
in the sand of the arena when Lind- 
bergh arrived, but the letters were 
obliterated by the end of the afternoon. 


Bulls Dedicated to Flier. , 


Before Lindbergh left two bulls had 
been “dedicated” to him by the two 
matadores of the day, Jose Ortiz and 
Nino de la Palma, who indicated the 
dedication by throwing their caps to 
him before they slaughtered the 
Other bulls were “dedicated” 
to Calles and Obregon. In each case 
after the killing the matador’s cap was 
tossed back to him by the person to 
whom he had thrown it. 

After Ortiz had killed the bull he 
dedicated to Lindbergh, he leaped over

The men drew from the entrapped 
sailors that the air was bad inside the 
S-4, but no gas was being encountered. 
Pleas to hurry with the rescue work 
were sent back to the divers through 
the crude medium of constant knocks 
of the hammers. 

Thus far there had been no evidence 
that any one else was alive on the 
sunken craft, Admiral Brumby said. 
Admiral Brumby’s message in full fol- 
lows: a 

“Blowing from Falcon (mine layer) 
to tanks. Air now being hooked up to 
compartment. 

Messages From S-4. 

“Following messages sent and received 
from S-4: 

“Is gas bad?’ 

“*‘No. But the air. 
you be now?’ 

**How many are there?’ 

“*There are six. Please hurry. Will 
you be long now?’ 

“*We are doing everything possible.’ 

“Messages from S-4 were by means of 
hammer knozks on hull. No evidence 
so far any one is alive anywhere: but tor- 
pedo room.”

DIVERS IN GREAT PERIL 
AS THEY LOCATE GRAFT 


Nearly Two Hours Required in 
Descending and Returning; 
Briefly on Bottom. 


MEN NUMBED WITH COLD 


Aboard U. S. S. Falcon, Province- 
town, Mass., Dec. 18 (A.P.).—Two Navy 
divers, Thomas Eady and William Carr, 
who braved freezing temperatures and 
rough seas in a 102-foot descent to the 
bed of the ocean today, brought back 
the word that six men of the 40 within 
the wrecked submarine 8-4 were alive. 

The task of the divers who located 
the sunken ship and communicated 
with the men inside was a perilous 
‘one. It required nearly two hours for 
each man to make the descent and re- 
turn to the surface, and neither was 
able to remain on the floor of the sea 
more than a few minutes. 

Eady was the first man down and 
the one who located the submarine 
He was the first to detect signs of life. 
Carr followéd him sand carried on the 
hammer-code conversation through the 
steel hull. He attached a light line 
to the submarine before he started for 
the surfaoé. 

The temperature was very close to 
the freezing point and the men were 
numbed with the cold. They were 
lowered a few feet at a time, and then 
the. descent was halted while they 
rested and accustomed themselves to 
the increased pressure. The return trip 
was made in a similarly slow and 
graduated manner. 

Naval officers here said conditions for 
diving were ‘among the worst ever ex- 
perienced. When the S-51 was wrecked 
salvage operations were given up about 
December 1, 1925, but divers here. to- 
day said conditions under which they 
were working were more. difficult than 
at that time.

AIR IS BEING FORCED | 
INTO TORPEDO ROOM 


Others May Be Alive in Other 
Compartments, but Offi- 
cials Are Doubtful. 


WRECK DECLARED WORSE 
THAN THAT OF THE S-51 


Huge Hole Torn in Craft,.Is 
Diver’s Report; Hammer 
Used in Signaling. 


Provincetown, Mass.; Dec. 18 (A.P.).— 
Six men imprisoned in the wounded 
hull of the submarine S-4 which lies 
on the ocean floor in 100 feet of water 
off Provincetown Harbor were hope- 
fully awaiting rescue tonight while 
their span of life grew rapidly less. 

Divers who went down to survey the 
hull of the submarine, rammed and 
sunk yesterday by the Coast Guard 
destroyer Paulding, brought back the 
pathetic story of an undersea convere- 
sation conducted on either side by rape 
pings on the steel hull. “How long 
will you be?” was the question ssked 
and repeated by six men, perhaps the 
sole survivors of the S-4 crew, from 
their prison in the forward torpedo 
compartment of the vessel. But the 
only answer the rescuers could give 
to the plea was a qualified one. 


“We are doing everything possible,” 
the divers tapped out in the interna- 
tional code.

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Heavy Doors Closed Compart- 
ments, of Which There Are 
Five in Vessel. 


New York, Dec. 18 (A.P.).—The de- 
sign of the interior of the submarine 
S-4 is informative as to some of the 
possible activities of the crew at the 
moment of the collision. Submarines 
of the S class are divided into five com- 
partments. Beginning aft and going 
forward they are: 


First—The motor room, or aft torpedo 
room. 


Second—The engine room, wherein are 
situated in the S-4 type two diesel en- 


gines of 700-horsepower each. Above 
the engine room is a hatch, through 
which air is drawn when the submarine 
is running on the surface. 

Third—The control room. This room 
is directly beneath the conning tower 
When the submarine is under way. 
whether cruising above or below water 
or diving or ascending, a dozen men 
are stationed in the control room. At 
such times these men usually include 
the officers. 

Fourth—The battery compartment. 
Here are the men’s bunks, their tiny 
wardroom tucked to one side like a 
breakfast nook, and the gallery. Here 
most of the men would be found when 
off duty, but with the submarine div- 
ing or about to break the surface, this 
compartment probably would be vacant, 
with the crew at stations elsewhere 

Fifth, the forward torpedo compart- 
ment, where on an availability run it 
is likely three or four men would be 
stationed. 


Disposal of Crew. 


Of such a crew as the S-4 carried 
half a dozen probably would be in the 
engine room watch. Several more 
would be in the motor room. In the 
control room would be a full comple- 
ment standing at valves, ready to let 
compressed air into the tanks which 
had been filled with water when the 
craft was submerged. 

An expert of the New York Times. 
putting together the reports of the ac- 
cident, says: 

“Reports from Provincetown indicate 
that the S-4 was ‘breeching’ (coming 
up). in which case the crew were at 
the valves blowing the ballast tanks. 

“In the conning tower below the top 
hatch a quartermaster stood, and ‘al- 
most directly »eneath him, with an eye 
glued to the periscope, was the officer 
in command at the time. 

“Naval officers here believe that who- 
ever was acting in command of the 
submarine probably saw the destroyer 
bearing down when it was too late to 
avert the collision, but in time to or- 
der a ‘crash dive.’ ” 

“The crash dive is a quick submerg- 
ing maneuver. When the boat is en- 
tirely on the surface it takes about a 
minute to submerge with the crash 
dive, when every compartment—almost 
the whole bottom of the boat—is 
cuened and the water is allowed to rush 
n 

“At the’same time the officer on duty 
in the control room orders the two div: 
ing rudders placed in diving position 
and the boat submerges, both vertically 
and laterally, at once. 


Another Crash Recalled, 


“Officers there recalled the subma- 
rine several years ago in Asiatic waters 
that was rising from a dive and crashed 
right through the hull of a destroyer 
overhead. The commander of the sub- 
marine at once ordered a dive. 

“He had lost most of his conning 
tower, but he came to rest on the bot- 
tom, took account of stock and found 
the boat not only dry, but apparently 
uninjured, and, except for being blind 
by reason of the destruction of the 
periscope, ready for maneuvers. After 
one or two trials of valves he decided 
once again to try to ascend and he suc- 
ceeded. 

“Minus its conning tower, the sub- 
marine came to the surface. Hatches 
were opened and the crew climbed on 
deck safe and sound before the aston- 
ished eyes of the surface fleet. 

“The compartments of the 8-4 com- 
municate’ with each other through 
heavy steel water-tight doors. If one 
of the compartments has caved in un- 
der the impact of the collision, it is 
possible the majority of the crew es- 
caped into either end of the boat, closed 
the doors and have air to breathe with- 
out being able to help themselves. 
Rescue, therefore, must come from the 
outside.” 
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aboard the rescue fleet, Navy and Coast 
Guard vessels had been vying with one 
another all the forenoon to do some- 
thing to help the men imprisoned Mm 
the submarine. Early in the morning 
@ small Coast Guard boat had dropped 
a line and a grapnel and this had taken 
hold of what appeared to be a sunken 
boat. 

In the rather rough sea it was im- 
possible to confirm this for several 
hours. When it was definitely estab- 
lished that the S-4 had: been located 
the first thought. was to try to find out 
whether any one aboard her was still 
alive. The submarine §-8, equipped 
with submarine signals, was the boat 
best fitted for this task. 


Submarine Bell Used. 


Her early efforts, made with the sub- 
marine bell, were successful. Then it 
was determined to get divers to work 
as soon as poggible. This was a slow 
process, as the ships had to be maneu- 
vered into just the right positions and 
elaborate preparations made. The 
mine layers Falcon, Lark and Mallard 
were tied together over the spot where 
the S-4 went down. 

The Lark, with Rear Admiral Brum- 
by aboard, was in the center. She had 
fifteen expert Navy, diyers aboard and 
was fully equipped for diving opera- 
tions 

When the word came from the S-8 
that the S-4 had answered signals, the 
work of getting divers down was has- 
tened. They were put on a platform 
and lowered into the water, while uir 
was pumped down to them from the 
Falcon The Lark and the Mallard 
served the purpose of holding the Fal- 
con steady for the operations. 

Thomas Eady and W. J. Carr were 
the first Navy divers sent down. 

Eady used a hammer to pound on 
the hull.and he said that his signals 
were answered from within. 

The diver went down at 2 o’clock and 
25 minutes later reported by telephone 
that he had found the submarine. 

He said the hole torn in the hull by 
the Paulding whenit ammed tue under- 
sea boat yesterday afternoon was 
larger than that in the 8-51 when it 
was sunk by the City of Rome off 
3lock Island, in 1925. 

The hole was on the starboard side, 
amidships and almost directly under the 
conning tower. 

Eady reported that the wreckage was 
so great around the midcompartment 
that he was unable to do any sound- 
ing there. 


Tampa Issues Statement. 


Just how the collision occurred was 
more fully described today by Coast 
Guard officers. It was 3:37 p. m. yes- 
terday when the periscope of the S-4 
suddenly appeared in front of the de- 
stroyer as the Paulding was rounding 
abay to enter Provincetown Harbor. 

“The visabilitv was good and the 
weather was good,” said a statement 
issued by the officers of the Coast 
Guard cutter Tampa through Capt. 

“Molloy, senior Coast Guard officer. “The 
first intimation of the presence of a sub-" 
marine was when her periscope emerged 
‘rom the water directly in front, too 
‘losé¢ to avoid. Then the helm of the 
Paulding was shifted and full speed 
riven. 

“The Paulding struck the submarine 
forward of the conning tower, ripping 
a long hole in the underwater body of 
ne submarine which rolled over and 
sank within a .ew minutes. . No one on 
board the Paulding saw any one on the 


| submarine at any time: before or after 


the collision. 

“The Paulding lowered a lifeboat 
which searched for any survivors from 
the submarine, but found none. The 
Paulding then dropped a buoy to mark 
the spot where the submarine sank. 
The Paulding was then filling with 
water, but managed to gét into Pro- 
vincetown Harbor.” 


Ship’s Cook Injured.

Some of Crew, at Least, Live, 
Despite Big Hole in Side 
of Craft, He Asserts. 


(Associated Press.) 

An official report from Rear Admiral 
Frank H. Brumby, in charge of the 
submarine control fleet, received at the 
Navy Department last night, said that 
divers, after examining the hull of the 


sunken 8-4, found a “large hole” on the 
starboard side “8 feet forward of gun 
and into about center line.” 

A study of reports from Provincetown 
and an inspection of the plans of the 
S-4 led naval officers to the belief that 
if any one is alive aboard the craft 
they are in the motor room or the en- 
gine room. 

The opinion was expressed that if 
the control room was pierced, Officers 
of the ship were drowned, as they 
would have been in that compartment. 

Rear Admiral Henry A. Wiley, com- 
mander of the United States fleet, was 
ordered to convene a court of inquiry to 
investigate the crash Saturday of the 
Submarine and the Coast Guard de- 
stroyer Paulding. The admiral’s flag- 
ship, the battleship Texas, is now at 
New York. 

Admiral Charles Hughes, chief of 
haval operations, issuei a statement 
saying he was highly pleased with the 
rapidity of rescue operations. 

There is no disposition among naval 
officials to lay any blame for the acci- 
dent on the Paulding,’ he said, pointing 
out that the function of a submarine 
is to be invisible. 

Capt. E. J. King, who directed the

Famous Expert in Charge. 


He was ordered from Norfolk Sat- 
urday night, going to New York by 
train and flying from there to Prov- 
incetown in a seaplane launched from 
the battleship Texhs. 

Working with Capt. King was Com- 
mander Edward Elisberg, retired, who 
had charge of diving operations in the

Mrs. Lindbergh and 4 party of four, 
including Pilot Harry Brooks, plan to 
hop off from here at 10 a. m. tomorrow 
on the first leg of the flight. which its 
expected to be madé in two or three 
days. Other members of the party are 
William B. Stout, president of the 
Stout Air Service Corporation; Mrs. 
Stout and J. Lejuys, of Mexico City, an 
associate of Henry Ford. 

The trip will be made in short hops 
in a giant air liner, but the. exact 
itinerary will_not be definitely decided 
until tomorrow’s weather charts are 
@vailable. After four or five days with 
her son, Mrs. Lindbergh plans to return 
here in the same plane in time to re- 
sume her duties as instructor in chem- 
istry at a local high school. 


Feels No Fear. 


According to tentative plans worked 
Out tonight by Brooks, stops probably 
will be made at St. Louis, San An- 
tonio and Tampico to refuel the plane. 
It was planned to cross the border at 
Brownsville, Tex. The route, however, 
may be changed in event of recalcitrant 
winds prevailing. St. Louis was the 
only point Brooks was certain a stop 
would be made. 

Air line distance from Detroit to St. 
Louis is about 485 miles. From St. 

ouls to San Antonio is about 725 
miles, and if a stop shdéuld be made 
at Brownsville the lap from San An- 
tonio to Brownsville would be about 285 
miles. . ; 

From San Antonio to Tampico the 
air distance is 425 miles, and the last 
lap, from Tampico to Mexico City, is 
about 220 miles. This is a total of 
more than 1,800 miles, or close to the 
approximate length of Col. Lindbergh's 
flight. : 

Mrs. Lindbergh indicated she.felt no 
trepidation in regard to making the 
flight. She has been flying for sev- 
eral years and is more or less a vet- 
eran.

great steel and concrete aphitheater 
stood up and roared its aplause.

Col. Lindbergh today saw not 
only one but two bull fights, despite 
some 60 protests from individuals and 
humane societies in the United States 
against his thus giving countenance to 
the Mexican national sporf:

“charro,” or lassoing and riding ex- 
hibition, in the morning. In the after- 
noon the flyer attended one of the reg- 
ular Sunday afternoon bull fights. 
which always draw great crowds, but 
which broke a record today by at- 
tracting more than 20,000 fans, pack- 
ing the grandstands to utmost ¢a- 
pacity. 


Workmen are Reviewed. 


Sandwiched in between these two 
performances was a review of more than 
100,000 workmen who paraded in the 
central section of the Mexican capital 
to show their affection and admiration 
for. the flying colonel. 
aviator watched the processions from a 
balcony of the presidential palace. With 
him were Ambassador Dwight W. Mor- 
row, Louis Morones, secretary of industry 
and*commerce, and other high govern- 
ment officials. 

The parade was organized by the 
Regional Federation of Labor, Mexico’s 
foremost labor organization, which was 
created and is still dominated by 
Morones. The parade was one of the 
largest labor demonstrations ever seen 
in Mexico and the only one ever given 
fot any foreigner. 

In regard to his attendance at the 
bull fight Col. Lindbergh said that it 
was impossible for him, while a national 
guest of Mexico, to decline an invitation 
to see one of the country’s favorite 
sports, even though that invitation was 
not part of his official program. The 
Mexicans carefully had kept the bull 
fight invitation from the official pro- 
gram in order to avoid placing him in 
an embarrassing position, but had left 
the time open so that he might accept 
the bull ring management’s invitation 
if he chose... 


Courteous, Says Morrow. 


Ambassador Morrow, who also re- 
ceived a number of protests against 
Lindbergh’s acceptance, took the posi- 
tion that it was Lindbergh’s personal 
affair and not to be construed as either 
approval or disapproval of bull fight- 
ing, but as courteous conduct on the 
part of the nation’s guest. Lindbergh’s 
decision to see the fight seems to have 
pleased the Mexican people consid- 


erably judging by comments, heard in 
all circles. 


The -charro exhibition, arranged by 
the National- Association of Charros, 
was a picturesque demonstration of 
skillful horsemanship. . The cavaliers 
were hea by Gen. Roberto Cruz,

He withdrew without killing the ani- 
mal, leaving that task to Gen. Antonio 
Velasco, chief of the Mexico City traf- 
fic department, who r-sumed the role 
of matador. 

The hope that Col. Lindbergh’s flight 
to Central America will cause American 
Marines to be withdrawn from Nica- 
ragua is expressed in a letter sent to 
the American flier by the “Union of 
Central America and vhe Antilles.”

100,000 in Parade. 


The labor parade viewed by Col. 
Lindbergh today was one of the great- 
est in a country much given to labor 
parades. The more than 100,000 work- 
ers, mostly in overalls, and including 
many women workers, trudged under 4 
hot midday sun to carry banners in 
praise of Lindbergh. The American avia- 
tor stood for two hours under the same 
sun watching the procession file past. 

On behalf of 180,000 organized Mexi- 
can workers, Secretary Morones pre- 
sented to Lindbergh a parchment ex- 
pressing congratulations for the suc- 
cess of his latest flight, belief that it 
would contribute to better compre- 
hension between two peoples, and in- 
crease true union between the labor- 
ing classes of two nations. 

The balcony on which the reviewers 
stood is one to which the Mexican 
president goes on September 16 each 
‘year to ring the nation’s historic liber- 
ty bell, first sounded in 1810 by the 
priest, Hidalgo, in celebration’ of the 
nation’s independence. Lndbergh smiled 
and waved frequently to the paraders, 
and munched sandwiches, but did not 
drink any of the champagne served to 
others in the party. 
~Some of the banner inscriptions were: 

“Mexico workers send by the wings 
of, the Spirit of St. Louis a message of 
friendship to their brothers across the 
river.” 

“Finally, the United States has un- 
derstood President Calles and his work.” 

“Mexican workers require for pros- 
perity only peace.” 

“War perfected aviation, but in peace 
it will be a vehicle of solid friendship.”

Lindbergh Bars Plane 
Trip to South America 


Mexico City, Dec. 18 (A.P.).—South 
American countries are making efforts 
to have Col. Lindbergh extend his pro- 
spective Central American tour to in- 
clude them, but the flier says that 
after visiting Central America and 
Havana he plans to fly back to St. 
Louis. 

There is some comment here that 
the aviator possibly will make a South 
American flight later, but Lindbergh 
himself says that he has made no plans 
beyond returning to St. Louis. 

Lindbergh has received an invitation 
from the Chilean government to fly 
there, and in South American diplo- 
matic circles it is said that other invi- 
tations will be forthcoming from other 
South American countries.

FOR NOTIFYING POLICE 


Daughter 
“Your Messing Up Affair” 
While She Hoped. 


Los Angeles, Dec. 18 (A.P.).—Herman 
Cline, chief of Los Angeles police detec- 
tives, who has not slept since little 
Marian Parker was lured away by the 
fiend who took her life, broke down 
and sobbed last night. 


Steeled to all the sordidness and 
tragedy of crime, Cline gave way com- 
pletely to his feelings. . 

“I am stunned,” he said, his big body 
drooping over his desk. “I can hardly 
say more. There was life at stake, and 
I preferred that life more than I did 
the kidnaper at the moment. I con- 
sented to pay the ransom to this fiend 
only after I was convinced that we 
could not get him immediately, and I 
wanted that child alive. We had and 
have a good set of finger prints taken 
from his four ransom letters. With 
those and with other evidence that we 
will be able to accumulate, I was sat- 
ised that we could effect his capture. 
But that was secondary with us. The 
child—the life—was the main thing. 
This department threw every resource 
in its power behind the drive for this 
diabolical murderer—all to no avail. 
The child is dead. Poor little girl.” 


Gasps of Horror by Police. 


The tremendous wave of feeling 
which swept the department was plain- 
ly discernible tonight in the counte- 
mance of every man. 

Oaths, exclamations—gasps of hor- 
ror came from the haggard-faced and 
swollen eyed detectives, who had not 
slept during the search. 

As the sirens of police cars in the 
man hunt screeched a pathway to all 
corners of the city, a feeling of con- 
fidence that the murderer could not 
escape the human dragnet took its 
place in the minds of those who have 
watched at the detective bureau 
through the long hours since Thurs- 
day noon. 

The first written word following the 
abduction reached the Parker home in 
a special delivery letter, which read: 

“P. M. Parker: Use good judgment; 
you are the loser. Do this: Secure 75 
$20-gold certificates—U. S. currency— 
$1,500, at once. Keep them on your 
person Go about your daily busi- 
ness as usual. Leave out police and de- 
tectives. Make no public notice. Keep 
this affair private. Make no search. 


Failure Means Her Death. 


“Fulfilling these terms with the 
transfer of the currency will secure the 
return of the girl. 

“Failure to comply with these re- 
quests means no one will ever see the 
girl again—except the angels in heaven. 

“The affair must end one way or an- 
other within three days—72 hours. 
You will receive further not#®e—— 

“But the terms remain the same.” 

(Signed) “PATE.” 

“P. S.—If you want aid against me, 
ask God; not man.” 

‘The. envelope bearing this letter was 
postmarked Los Angeles, December 15, 
at 3 p. m.—the day Marian was taken 
away. 

Friday morning, Parker received a 
telegram sent from Alhambra, a suburb, 
December 15, marked as having been 
received in the Western Union there at 
6:20 p. m. of that date. It read: 

‘Marian secure, Use good judgment. 
Interference with my plans dangerous. 

(Signed) ry IAN PARKER, 
“GEORGE FOX.” 

The sender’s address was written in 
the corner of the original message as 
2518 Birch street, Alhambra, but in- 
vestigation developed the house at that 
address was vacant. 


Another Missive Friday. 


A further missive from the kidnaper 
arrived Friday at the Parker home— 
another letter: ‘ 

“P. M. Parker: 

“Fox is my 
know.

Little Marian penned two letters to 
her father and mother, following her 
abduction, apparently at the dictation 
of her jailer. 

One given out by the police read 

“Dear Daddy and Mother: 

“Daddy, please don’t bring anyone 
with you today. I am sorry for what 
happened last night. We drove right 
by the house and I cried all the time 
last night. If you don’t meet us this 
morning, you will never see me again. 
Love to all. 

(Signed) “MARIAN PARKER.” 

“Pp. S.—Please, daddy, I want to come 
home this morning. This is your last 
chance. Be sure and come by yourself 


| Or you won't see me again. 


“MARIAN.” 
Girl Had Been Dead 12 Hours. 


The other letter from the little vic- 
tim revealed in the belief of the police 
that she had suffered at the hands of 
the kidnapers, probably from the first 
hours of the abduction. It said: 

“I wish I could come home. I think 
I will die if I have to be here much 
longer. Won't some one tell me why 
this had to happen to me. Daddy, 
please do what this man tells you, for 
he will Kill me if you don’t.” 

Police investigators expressed the be- 
lief that when the letter from the killer 
was received yesterday, little Marian 
already was dead.” ~ 

They pointed out thatthe writer put 
forth an effort to impress upon the 
father the idea that the little girl still 
was alive, but the hurried postmortem 
held after the body was recovered in- 
dicated that she had been dead ap- 
proximately twelve hours. 


Slayers: Toss Out 
Victim at Cemetery 


Chicago, Dec. 18.—Gangsters, of Chi- 
cago, in their usual Saturday night 
killings, are developing a fine technique 
and regard for the conventions. Peter 
Ruffalo, owner of a cigar store in Chi- 
cago Heights, was “taken for a ride” 
last night, riddled with bullets and his 
body thrown out at the gates of Oak- 
lawn Cemetery. ' 

Although Ruffalo ‘ostensibly was a 
retailer of cigars, it-is thought by the 
police that he dabbled in bootlegging 
and operated a hand book. Ruffalo, who 
leaves a wife and two small children, 
had been shot eight times.

Los Angeles, Dec. 18 (A. P.).—Perry M. 
Parker, father of the murdered Marian, 


tonight made his first statement to the 
hewspapers since last night when he 
paid a kidnaper-murder $1,500 for his 
child alive, and gathered to his breast 
instead her terribly mutilated body. 

In the library of his home on South 
Wilton place, facing a group of silent, 
but sympathetic reporters, Parker said: 

“This is the saddest time of my life. 
Gentlemen, I can’t say much. My 
heart is too full. 

“I know you want some kind of a 
statement from me, but what can Il 
say?” 

“My little girl is gone; gone from me 
forever, and when I think how——”’ 

The father paused—tears trickled 
down his cheeks and he continued: 

“Will you please tell everybody, 
especially Capt. Kullmayor, of the Wil- 
shire Police Station; Chief of Detec- 
tives Cline, and Inspector Cato that I 
will be indebted to them all the rest 
of my life. 


Says Police Have Hearts of Gold. 


“They did their best to save my 
little girl. They may be rough on 
occasion, but they have hearts of gold. 

“And tell the boys and girls of the 
press I appreciate their consideration 
of our feelings in this hour of trial. 

“I can’t say any more. I want to be 
alone.” 

“Mother knows Marian is dead, but 
She doesn’t know everything, and our 
prayer is that she never will know.” 

Twenty-year-old Perry M. Parker, jr., 
brother of Marian, made this statement 
this morning as he talked briefly of the 
blow that had fallen upon the family. 

“Father and I know,” he continued, 
“but of course we have not told her, 
and we never will tell her. 

“Mother is wonderful. She has not 
broken down. Neither has father. They 
keep going. I don’t know how. 

“Mother’s out in the kitchen now, 
getting breakfast for us. I think it 
makes it a little easier for her to keep 
busy. Father’s asleep at last. He's 
worn out.” 

It was the first time that the father 
had slept since her disappearance 
Thursday. He fell asleep this morning 
from utter exhaustion. 

Mrs. Parker has slept a little—an 
hour or two at times when weariness 
overcame her. 


Twin Sister Like Pale Ghost. 


And Marjorie Parker, Marian’s twin, 
creeps about the house like a pale 
little ghost, trying to realize that 
Marian, the tomboy sister, will never 
come home. 

Like her mother, she knows only that 
Marian is dead. And because the Par- 
kers all are brave, she doesn’t cry, 
either—at least, not when father and 
mother can see. 

The Parker family is just like many 
another in the United States. With a 
moderate income, the family lives in a 
good residential district of Los An- 
geles in a large, comfortable home. 

There’s the father, a banker. ‘Ihe 
mother’s interests are tied up com- 
pletely in her family. Perry, jr., un- 
til a few days ago was a typical col- 
lege boy. These few days have added 
years to his twenty and placed a bur- 
den of grief on his shoulders. Then 
there’s Marjorie, sister of Marian, but 
of a quieter disposition. A grand- 
mother is the last but an important 
part of this family which has been 
visited by the blight of death in such 
a fiendish form. 


Police Guard Home. 


There is a police guard in front of 
the Parker home, as there has been 
Since last night. Uniformed officers 
keep the cars from parking. 

Crowds, attracted as they always are 
by the shadow of crime and tragedy, 
drift past the house. 

But the crowds that pass by the 
Parker house in slow moving automo- 
biles are a little different from the 
usual curlosity seekers. 

They are rather grim of face, and 
what they say in low voices.is the same 
thought that is-heard on street cars 
and on street corners—the expression 
of an impulse that has gripped some 
persons. 

The big policeman on guard in front 
of the house glanced at the windows 
where curtains are closely drawn. 

“I hope they get that fellow,” he 
said, “and if they do, well, I don’t think 
there’ll be any trial. 

“Just an inquest.” 


LORD BISHOP RECALLS 


ANCIENT SCOTTISH TIE! 


Right Rev. F. L. Deane Tells 
How First American Bishop 
Was Consecrated in 1784. 


A unique and imperishable tie exists 
between the Episcopal Church in Amer-

IN KIDNAPED GIRL’S DEATH

parently had been tossed by her kid- 
haper and slayer last night. 
The torn body was placed.on a lawn 


near the Parker home last night by the 
murderer just after he had obtained 
$1,500 cash from the child’s father, a 
banker, who met the kidmaper by ap- 
pointment on a designated corner. The 
father was told the child was asleep in 
the kidnaper’s machine and would be 
released in front of the Parker home. 
When the father rushed up to pick up 
the child he found her body horribly 
mutilated. 


$50,000 Reward Offered. 


With public feeling at what the po- 
lice ssid was the highest pitch ever 
aroused by a Los Angeles crime, the 
reward offered for’ the arrest of little 
Marian’s slayer mounted today to 
$50,000. Of this, a great portion was 
promised by persons who answered 
an appeal broadcast by radio station 
KFWB. Large sums were sent in by 
film’stars to swell this fund. A news- 
paper posted an additional $5,000 for 
the arrest and conviction of the slayer 

Police are working on the theory 
that three persons may have been in- 
volved in the kidnaping. A man and 

woman are believed to have filed 
the first telegrams Thursday night to 
Perry .M. Parker, the kidnaped girl’s 
father, with which he was informed 
of her abduction. 

Important to the police was the dis- 
covery of a small clew which they hope 
may be the*inevitable flaw in the kid- 
nap-killer’s carefully woven fabric of 
concealment. 

For even though the fiendish slayer 
apparently took care to efface identify- 
ing marks from the bath towels which 
formed a part of the wrappings of the 
gruesome bundles, he overlooked one 
tiny mark in the corner of one of the 
cloths. 

Police hope that this may lead either 
to the identification of the slayer or 
at least to the room where the small 
victim was killed.

Arms Found bq Searcher. 


The discovery of the first of the dis- 
membered parts of the girl’s body was 
made this morning when William S. 
Britton, a middle-aged man, who like 
thousands of other persons in south- 
ern California had joined in the man 
hunt, walked along a road leading into 
Elysian Park, a beautiful hill play- 
ground of eastern Los Angeles. : 

He noticed on the pavement the 
marks of skidded tires. Then by the 
roadside he discovered a couple of 
newspaper-bound bundles. He 
tore away the wrappings of one and saw 
one of the missing arms of the girl. 

Britton did not investigate further, 
but called police from the nearest 
telephone. 

Within a half hour police detectives 
had found the remainder of the miss- 
ing parts of the girl’s body. 

The two arms lay in separate bundles 
in the roadside ditch. Down a brush- 
covered slope some distance away were 
two more—the missing legs of the slain 
girl. 

A few feet farther on and up a slope, 
hidden in the brush, was a fifth bun- 
dle—the lower torso of the little victim. 

Late this afternoon two small boys 
playing in Elysian Park found a bundle 
containing other parts of a girl’s body 


Wrapped With Great Neatness. 


Each bundle had been wrapped with 
meticulous neatness. Police said it 
looked like a woman’s work. And the 
fabric with which each package was 
tied consisted of torn strips of what 
appeared to be a woman’s checkered 
apron 

The proprietor of a tallor shop told 
police today that a man closely resem- 
bling the description of the kidnaper 
called at his shop yesterday morning 
accompanied by a man and a woman. 
The person answering the kidnaper’s 
description asked t» have two buttons 
sewed on his coa’. The tailor noticed 
some dark stains which resembled 
blood, but when he attempted to 


citediy not to bother and a few min- 
hurriedly 

County Autopsy Surgeon A. F. Wage 
ner, after an examination of the body. 
today, declared that the little girl was 
slain within a few hours before her 
body was given the father. He ordered 
a chemical analysis to determine 
whether poison was administered. ' 

Thousands of civilian aids respond- 
ing to appeals to watch for the mufe- 
derer are bombarding the police with 
possible clews and hundreds. of Offi- 
cers are tracing down each thread of- 
fered. 


A tremendous man hunt involving 
every availabie peacs officer in southern 
California and thousands of civilian 
volunteers moved slowly across’ the 
orange beit today, combing every dis- 
trict and blocking every possible ave- 
nue of escape for the fiend who killed 
the girl. Suspects were rounded up as 


the human net dragged across the 
county and were put through severe 
cross-examination to establish their 
identities and whereabouts during the 
past three days. 


Slayer in City, Is Belief. 


Surveillance was continued today 
over every means of transportation 
from the city and the police were con- 
fident that the murcerer. still was in 
Los Angeles, afraid to leave. 

The girl’s body, horribly mutilated, 
was thrown from an automobile upon 
a lawn near the home of her father, 
Perry M. Parker, assistant cashier of 
the Los Angeles First National Trust 
& Savings Bank. ' 

Parker received a telephone call at 
his home at 7:15 o’clock last night in- 
structing him to proceed to the corner 
of Fifth street and Manhattan place 
with $1,500 in gold certificates and his 
daughter would be returned to him. 

Soon after the father arrived at the 
designated spot a small machine drew 
up alongside Parker’s automobile. In 
the seat beside the driver the banker 
saw his child. He was told by the kid- 
naper that the girl was asleep. 

“Here’s your child,” he said to Par- 
ker. “Give me the money and fole 
low instructions. She is asleep.” 

The father handed over $1,500 ip 


gold certificates, as designated. 

After receiving the money, the man 
drove ahead of the father about 200 
|feet and, stopping the car, put the 
body of the girl on the grass. 


Father Rushed to Body. 


As the kidnaper drove off, Parker 
rushed to his daughter’s side, clasped 
her in his arms and found she was 
dead. 

The child was lured from the Mount 
Vernon Junior High School grounds 
last Thfirsday noon. The kidnaper told 
the girl’s teacher that he was employed . 
in the same bank with Mr. Parker, who 
had been taken ill. 

When Marian failed to return home 
at night, the father communicated with 
the school authorities and, upon learn- 
ing the facts, notified the police.

Recreation and amusement among} 
negroes of the National Capital, espe- 
cially with reference to the problem of 
release from mental strain resulting 
from psychic and muscular application, 
has been given exposition by W. H. 
Jones, professor of sociology at Howard 
University, in a study issued recently 
by that institution as the first of its 
officta’ publications. Present tendencies 
and trends, according to studies made 
in urban sociology by classes under Dr. 
Jones, indicate that the city is the 
future habitat of the negro population. 

Only a small part of the play-life of 
negroes here is organized, the study re- 
vealed, but there is a widespread ten- 
dency to seek stimulation and excite-

SUCCUMBS IN PASADENA 


Dr. Willis Luther Moore, for eight- 
een years chief of the United States 
Weather Bureau here, and former 
president of the National Geographic 
Society, died yesterday !m Pasadana, 
Calif., according to Associated Press 
dispatches received here last night. 


Dr. Moore, in 1912, was one of the 
United States representatives to the 


first International Radio Congress in 
London. Famed as a meteorologist, he 


was the head of the Weather Bureau 
from 1885 to 1°13, and as a professor 
of applied meteorology lectured at 
George Washington Untversity and, 
later for the Royal Institute, of Lon- 
don. 

Born January 18, 1856, In Scranton, 
Pa., he was educated in the Bingham- 
ton schools, and for fifteen years studied 
natural sciences under the scientific 
staff of the Weather Bureau.

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FOREIGN LOAN IS HELD 
NEED FOR SETTLEMENT 


Monetary Policy to Safeguard 
Currency Declared Neces- 
sary for Program. 


Berlin, Dec. 18 (A.P.).—Now that the 
report of S. Parker Gilbert, agent gen- 
eral for reparations, has been read 
and digested here, interest in German 
financial quarters centers around the 
question of definite fixatfon of repara- 
tfons and its bearing upon broader in- 
ternational issues of interallied indebt- 
edness. 


Financiers here consider Gilbert’s ad- 
vocacy of fixation as an opening breach 
into this whole complex problem of the 
settlement of the debts ot France, 
Great Britain and Italy to the United 
States, 


As viewed here, the process of set- 
tlement on any fixed sum as the total 
of Germany’s reparations must take 
the form of a foreign loan in which 
all countries having claims on her are 
able to participate freely. This loan 
must bear interest and be duly re- 
deemed. 

Whether Germany borrows this 
money from America or issues bonds 
for it directly to the former allied and 
associated powers is immaterial. The 
only necessity would be for Germany 
tO pursue a foreign loan policy and 
monetary policy that would safeguard 
her currency. 


Wait on Election. 


Her position then would be no differ- 
ent from any other country with a large 
foreign indebtedness, such as prewar 
imperial Russia. 

It is recognized, however, that much 
water has yet to flow down the Rhine 
before this can be achieved, and Ger- 

any can stand on her own feet in the 

atter of reguiating her final indebt- 
edness, for that day will have to be 
coincident with the day of regulation 
of all international war debts. 

Fruitful negotiation of these inter- 
locked questions is considered to be 
possible only after the next presiden- 
tial’ election in the United States, 
while persons with the requisite au- 
thority in behalf of Great Britain and 
France can not be available until after 
elections in those countries. The issue 
of such elections will be followed here 
with the closest interest, as it is ex- 
pected that they will produce the men 
who will have to handle settlement 
with Germany. The terms of that set- 
tlement will depend upon the degree 
of confidence existing abroad in Ger- 
many’s sincerity and upon faith in its 
self-administration.

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Risks Political Brickbats. 


When popular clamor or propagandé" 
or the promise of widespread popular

WOMAN WOULD TEST 
ALL POSSIBLE JURORS 


Mental and Physical Quiz of 
All Citizens Proposed to 
Weed Out Unfit. 


Special to The Washnigton Post. 


New York, Dec. 18.—Morons, intel- 
lectual dwarfs and notoriously unfit 
persons will not be allowed to serve on 
juries, if a plan of Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Dr. Anna W. Hochfelder, 
of Brocklyn, is favored by the next ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

She is prepared te submit to that 
body a bill designed to institute 
method of selecting jurors which would 
weed out the unfit. By her scheme 
each county would have a special com- 
missioner appointed, whose duty it 
would be to examine all persons liable 
to be called as jurors and to prepare 
lists from which juries might be drawn 
of those who successfully pass his tests. 
The qualifications for jurors set forth 
in her bill are: The juror must not be

submit to general observance of a law 
in which they did not believe, which 
had insuffiffcient popular support and 
‘which was aimed at no moral wrong. 
And developments in the country since 
the prohibition law went into effect 
are regarded by Reed as more than 
justifying his prediction. He believes 
some provisions of the Volstead act are 
“monstrous” and should be changed. 


For Law Enforcement. 


But it is not correct to describe Reed 
as a wet, if that word is used to imply 
willingness to ignore the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act, now 
that they are the law of the land. 


When Jim Reed was county prosecutor 
back in ‘96 and won every suit brought 
against the county he had the same 
theories as to law enforcement which 
he holds today. 

He stands for enforcement in the 
matter of prohibition as well as in 
other matters, bug is not willing to 
concede that other laws showd be 
flagrantly violated and the constitu- 
tional rights of citizens trampled under 
foot in order to bring about enforce- 
mént of one particular law. 

He refuses to concede that the peo- 
ple have no right to petition for modi- 
fication of the Volstead act or any 
other act on the statute books. He has 
little patience with those who claim 
that no patriotic American dare express 
his opinion if that opinion does not 
imply support of the particular kind 
of prohibition regulation which the 
Antisaloon League prescribes. 

Reed served on the subcommittee 
which investigated prohibition enforce- 
ment last session, and the hearings 
brought out a wealtti of information. 
From the start of the investigation 
the Missouri senator dominated the 
hearings, and single-handed delved deep 
into a situation honeycombed, as it 
proved to be, with graft, corruption, 
wholesale violations of the law in vix- 
tually all parts of the country. 


Sifts to Rock Bottom. 


Reed examined scores of witnesses 
and stripped the testimony from un- 
essentials by getting down to rock bot- 
tom and demonstrating from the dry 
witnesses themselves that Volsteadism 
was increasing month by month the 
flood of illicit liquor upon which the 
bootleggers thrive. 

On one occasion a witness argued 
that there was no more reason for 
citizens to disobey the Volstead act 
than there was for them to disobey 
the law against murder. 

“Do you know any one in favor of 
murder?” Reed asked suavely,.and that 
line of argument stopped. 

An incident at those hearings served 
to shed light on Reed’s conception of 
fair pay. Mrs. Mabel Willebrandt was 
on the stand. She prosecutes viola- 
tions of the Volstead act, and it de- 
veloped that she and Senator Reed had 
had a conference in her office about 
a@ matter which the senator was desir- 
ous of exploiting. — 

“Do you recall what you said to me 
in your office?” Reed asked, 

Mrs. Willebrandt chewed her pencil 
and hesitated. 

“I remember very well,” she replied. 
“We talked the matter over frankly, 
but I did not know it would become 
public. I will be governed by your 
judgment as to whether you think I 
should be required to answer the ques- 
tion.” 

Frankness Wins Opponents. 


Reed told Mrs. Willebrandt not to 
answer. There was an era of good 
feeling between Senator Reed and the 
proponents of Volsteadism before the 
hearings were concluded. Representa- 
tives of the Antisaloon League said 
they preferred to deal with a man who 
was frankly opposed to them, told 
them so and sought to effect a meet- 
ing of. minds between those on the op- 
posite sides of the question. 

There is one story they tell of Jim 
Reed which has been repeated scores of 
times. It dates back to the investiga- 
tion of Republican campaign expendi- 
tures in 1920. William Boyce Thomp- 
son, who had charge of the financial 
affairs othe party, was on the stand. 

Reed, who had been asking searching 
questions, put a question to Thompson 
which was obviously difficult to answer 
and had more punch in it, perhaps, 
than any of the others. Thompson 
leaned back in his chair, lighted a ci- 
gar, blew a puff of smoke toward Reed, 
and replied: 

“I don't remember.”

Has Ready Eloquence, 


) Jim Reed’s source of strength in de- 
Hate, on the stump or In the courtroom 
is partly derived from the all-absorbing 


earnestness which translates itself into 
ready retort and marked eloquence. 
He becomes, in a sense, carried away 
by his own earnestness, his own convic- 
tions, his own emotions. 

From the standpoint of Reed's per- 
sonal inclinations, this is a disadvantage 
which he would like to overcome. He 
would like to sit down and talk in a 
low dispassionate voice about many 
problems of a legislative or judicial 
character. But he no sooner starts 
along that line than the impulse to 
get into his usual stride comes along 
and carries him away with it. 

He begins an argument sitting com- 
fortably in his chair but before he is 
well along in-it he will almost invariably 
be found pacing the floor, puffing at his 
cigar, his eyes flashing at intervals and 
his voice taking on the rich and emo- 
tional tenor so familiar to those who 
have seen him in action. 

Some of the senator’s admirers in 
his home State put it this way: “Jim 
never shoots at a sparrow with a pea- 
shooter or a .22 rifle. He fires a double 
loade of buckshot and annihilates it. 


No Personal Animus in Attacks. 


Because vf his earnestness there is 
@ widespread impression that Jim Reed 
puts personal animus ini his attacks; 
that he gets seething mad and becomes 
an uncompromising, tter and im- 
placable enemy. Reed }_ told friends 
that he does not really feel that way. 
It was this trait of the Missourl sena- 
tor which led to such a genera) impres- 
sion througho. the country that he 
nourished an unforgiving and uncom- 
promising hostility to the late Wood- 

v Wilson, 

It is doubtful if any inciaent in a 
public man’s career has been more 
widely aiscussea than the battle or 
battles which developed between Wood- 
row Wilson and Jim Reed. The public 
has been inclined to.place Reed in the 
position of insurgent Democrat, a man 
ready to sacrifice party regularity at 
any time and a man who went out of 
his way to engage in a fight to a fin- 
ish with the strong-willed leader of 
his party, the then President of the 
United States. 

The real story of the Wilson-Reed 
fued does not, according to Reed’s 
friends, bear out this conception of 
Reed's role. As a matter of fact Reed 
prides himself on having been a con- 
sistent Democrat, a party man. He 
was an organization Democrat when 
he was 18 years old. When he was 21 
he was making from 100 to 150 speeches 
in every Democratic campaign, paying 
his own expenses and supporting men 
of his party. This was long before he 
dreamed of holding any political office 
himself. 


Active Supporter of Wilson. 


Jim Reed made speeches and took an 
active part in the campaign which 
brought about the first election of Wil- 
son. He was a regular Democrat when 
Wilson took office andthe started out 
as supporter of the. Wilson policies, 
though he never regarded any President 
as constituting either the Democratic 
party or the whole Government of the 
United States. 

When Wilson, shortly after his inau- 
guration, charged that there was a 
lobby at the National Capital seeking 
to control tariff legislation and when 
the Republicans voiced protest and a 
committee was appointed to investigate 
the charges, Reed was on the investigat- 
ing committee. He was one of those 
who asked Wilson for the evidence 
upon which the charges were based. 
When such evidence was lacking and 
both the White House and the commit- 
tee appeared to be checkmated as a con- 
sequence, Reed kept digging away for 
facts and unearthed a mass of evidence 
which finally resulted in vindicating 
the Wilson charges. Thus the first big 
legislative battle of Wilson's administra- 
tion saw. the President and the senator 
from Missouri playing hand in glove

was to make certain acts by trusts or 
combinations prima facie evidence of 
guilt in violating antitrust laws. Reed 
fought for the bill and put teeth in it. 
But when it was about for pas- 
sage there was a change of tactics at 
the White House and the President 
wanted the Federal Trade Commission 
established and was willing to have 
many provisions struck from the bill. 
The Missouri senator felt the bill was 
being emasculated and opposed the Wil- 
son program. This was the first sem- 
blance of a clash with the White House. 
But it. did not affect the cordial rela- 
tions between Wilson and Reed. 


Opposed Rushing Reserve Act. 
There .followed the passage of the 
administration’s banking and currency 


bill under suggestions from the White 
House. The Hous of Representatives 


passed the bill in thirteen hours, The 
British governme:.: had enacted simi- 
lar legislation. after study and deliber- 
ation lasting seven years. . 

the 


‘ rushing bill 
through the Senate and insisted upon 
hearings, which were accordingly held. 
The then President. interrupted the 
course of these hearings by demanding 
that the bill be accepted by the Senate 
without change amendment and 
remain as enacted by the House. Reed 
opposed this, and he bill was amend- 
ed 562 times. Just before the Senate 
voted on the amended measure, Reed 
received a letter from Wilson conced- 
ing that the senator from Missouri had 
been right and had rendered the ad- 
ministration and the country @ real 
service by his opposition. Then Wil- 
son signed the bill with three gold pens, 
one of which he gave to Carter Glass, 
now senator from Virginia. And Wil- 
son added that it was the best piece 
of legislation in 50 years. 

Meanwhile, however, the cry had gone 
up that Reed of Missouri, was “fighting 
the President.” 

In connection with the banking and 
currency legislation there was created 
the Federal Reser 2 Board, and the ap- 
pointment of men to serve on the board 
brought on a new disagreement be- 
tween Reed and Wilson. Reed feared 
that control of the Nation’s finances 
would get into the control or hands of 
the bankers, and he wanted it to remain 
' the control of the Government of 
the United States. 

The man whom Wilson wanted ap- 
pointed was connected with the harv- 
ester trust, and the State of Missourl 
had been involved in a fight with the 
harvester trust, and Reed and the late 
Senator Stone, of Missouri, both Op- 
posed the appointment. 


Break With Wilson Widened. 


This incident widened the breach 
because Wilson withdrew the names 
of Stone and Reed from the lists of 
those entitled to Federal patronage. 
The President took the position that he 
had been appointing men recommended 
by Stone and Reed, but that when he 
himself recommended an appointment 
the Missouri senators opposed it. 

Later, Wilson sent for Reed, and told 
him he wanted to appoint the same 
man to a position of importance, and 
asked the senator from Missourl what 
his attitude would be. 

“Tl not oppose it,” Reed said 
promptly, “but I ask one condition. 
That is that before you make the ap- 
pointment, Mr. President, you will read 
the testimony taken at the hearings. 
Wilson read the hearings, and no more 
was heard of the proposed nomination. 

When Wilson asked for the repeal 
of the Panama Canal tolls act, which 
permitted American coastwise ships to 
go through the canal without paying 
| tolls, Reed opposed this vigorously The 
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United States did not convince Reed 
that such was the case. 


Favored Volunteer Service. 


But even at this point there was no 
irreparable breach. 
Reed voted for the declaration of war, 


but opposed the draft. He felt that 
volunteer service should first be given 
a trial. He later voted for every gun, 
every man and every ounce of powder 
required by the Nation. And he sup- 
ported Wilson t attacks waged on 
the assumption that preparations were 
me being adequately made and that 
conduct of the war should be placed in 
the hands of Congress. Reed served on 
the war-time committee that discovered 
the inadequacy of the American air 
forces and reported that America prac- 
tically had no aircraft. fit to fy. The 
work of this committee was denounced, 
but the next day the War De t 
canceled $600,000,000 worth of con- 
tracts and brought sweeping changes in 
the responsible personnel. 

Then came the League of Nations 
fight, with Reed one of the leaders in 
opposition to America’s joining the 
league. 


Reed Denounced in Missouri. 


This ultimately led to Wilson’s letter 
to the Democrats of Missourl de- 
nouncing Reed as not faithful to the 
party. ‘“Rid-Us-Of-Reed” clubs were 
formed in Missouri as a consequence 
and a majority of the Democrats in the 
lower house of the State Legislature 
demanded his resignation. The follow- 
ing year the Missouri State convention 
refused to honor his credentials as a 
district delegate from Kansas City. 

Jim Reed at that time reached the 
unwelcome status of political outcast, 
repudiated and spurned by the ma- 
jority of his party followers in his own 
State. Under this handicap he entered 
the primary contest in 1922 egainst 
Breckinridge Long, who had been Third 
Assistant Secretary of State in Wilson’s 
administration and had all the back- 
ing of the great army of the Wilson fol- 
lowers and admirers, 

Jim Reed took his coat off—actually, 
as well as figuratively, for the campaign 
was waged in the stifling days of sum- 
mer—and began his appeal before the 
kind of forum that he prefers to all 
others, the forum that had so far not 
failed to respond favorably. 


Appeals to Voters of State. , 


He took his case directly to the 
voters of Missouri, addressing one 
gathering after another and conducting 
one of the most vigorous and heavy- 
hitting political campaigns in the his- 
tory of the State. When, the people’s 
verdict came it was in Reed’s favor and 
his election followed in due course, 

It was a vindication without a price 
for Jim Reed never retracted a single 
word of anything he had said and of- 
fered no compromise or concession, It 
meant putting Reed back on the politi- 
cal map and giving him a fresh start. 
He has been growing in the estimation 
of his home State and is now often 
referred to as the idol of Missouri. He 
will have a solid Missouri delegation 
at the convention along with dele- 
gates from certain other States. He 
will not permit himself to become the 
nucleus of malcontent intolerants hav- 
ing destructive purposes in view nor 
will he willingly be made the medium 
for spreading discord in the Demo- 
cratic ranks. 

Whatever develops between now and 
convention time, it is a safe prediction, 
according to Reed’s friends, that the 
Missouri senator will stand by his guid- 
ing principle of being true to himself 
and true to his own conscience.

AMERICANS DEMAND A STRONG 
NAVY—NO MORE CONFERENCES. 


- - Congress is about-to consider the ques- 
‘tion of national defense. In its bearings 
by ‘pon. wortd peace, the protection of 
‘Americans, and the expansion of com- 
“merce, this is the most important ques- 
tion before Congress. 
- It is proposed that the Navy shall be 
‘ made stronger by building new cruisers, 
; submarines, destroyer leaders and air- 
plane carriers. The additional ships will 
suitably insure the protection of the 
United States and its possessions, al- 
though they will not bring the Navy‘ up 
to the strength of the British navy. The 
‘plan does not commit this country to a 
‘race for naval supremacy, or even to a 
. program of competitive building. 
- The American people support the 
' President and Congress in this plan for 
increase of the Navy. 
This being the case, it would be a 
foolish thing for Congress to include in 
the naval bill a provision empowering 
the President to suspend the building of 
ships in the event of an international 
cohference looking to limitation of 
navies.

HAVE THE STATES NO RIGHTS? 


Senator Walsh, of Montana, has introduced 
his resolution providing for an investigation 
of electric power and light utilities by a special 
committee of five senators. The resolution 
makes no reference to utilities engaged in 
interstate commerce. Apparently it is intended 
to investigate all utilities, without regard to 
State lines. 

Where Congress obtains 
investigate the operations of corporations 
organized under State laws, and operating 
wholly within States, is not made clear. The 
resolution goes further than any other pro- 
posed legislation in wiping out the States alto- 
gether. 

An inquiry was made not long ago by the 
Trade Commission, covering the 


its authority to 


to investigate, but presumably Congress kept 
within its powers over interstate commerce 
when it dirécted the Trade Commission to in- 
vestigate. 

No doubt the object of the proposed in- 
quiry is to ascertain whether or not there 
is a power trust. The Federal Trade Com- 
mission reported that there was no such trust, 
although there is a tendency to consolidate 
plants and connect up power lines. 

An inquiry into an interstate industry is 
within the powers of Congress, but if an in- 
quiry is deemed desirable it should be ordered 
by both houses of Congress, and not merely 
by the Senate. A Senate frivestigation might 
be offset by another investigation made by the 
House, in which case nothing useful would be 
accomplished by either. 

The States possessing full power to regulate 
corporations organized and operating within 
their borders should not have their authority 
over their own affairs set aside by a committee 
of one or both branches of Congress. 

This is a good time for Congress to halt and 
make a survey of the danger that attends the 
process of destroying the States. 


LAWS THAT BREED CRIME. 


Approximately 7,500 youths, 21 years of 
age or under, were sentenced to jails, reforma- 
tories, prisons and penitentiaries in New York 
State during the year ended June 30. The 
increase in such offenders has caused John 8S. 
Kennedy, vice chairman of the State commis- 
sion of correction, to urge the need of arous- 
ing public sentiment to prevent the spread of 
lawlessness among those who have not yet 
reached their majority. He suggests that 
studies bé made of the places where criminals 
come from, and the reason for the develop- 
ment. of this.army of criminals. 

The figures are certainly an indication of 
the contempt for law that exists at present in 
the United States. Undoubtedly in New York, 
a city of 7,000,000 population within its 
borders, conditions are worse than elsewhere, 
but the danger and shame of the situation 
affects the Nation as a whole. 

Much of the lawlessness is due to the fact 
that in recent years laws obnoxious to public 
sentiment have been placed upon the statute 
books all over the country, Prohibitory legis- 
lation is apparently the first resort of hundreds 
of agencies that seek to reform their fellow 
creatures. The legislative ‘‘dont’s” inhibit the 
mental as well as the physical activities of 
citizens. Few normal and daily functions have 
escaped proscription at one time and place or 
another. 

The Nation is paid in increased law violation 
for such extravagance in the enactment of 
laws. 
which human conduct is bound can have no 
other effect. Something may be accomplished 
by investigation of crimes and causes, but more 
good would result if light could be turned on 
the motives and causes behind the legislation 
enacted each year.

ABE ON THE PAY ROLL. 


The aitention of Président Coolidge was 
called to the case of Abraham Krotoshonisky 
last week, with the result that the President 
issued an executive order which permits the 
appointment of the “Savior of the Lost Bat- 
tallion’” in the postal service, in spite of the 
fact that Krotoshonisky was a few points shy 
of the educational standard demanded by the 
Civil Service Commission as a prerequisite to 
a place on the eligible list. ; 

The story of the man who, while on liaison 


' duty with a battallion of the 308th Infantry, 


when that battallion was entirely surrotnded 
by the enemy, succeeded in carrying a message 
through the lines after many of his comrades 
had been shot down in similar attempts, is 
known throughout the world. How 35 men 
who attempted to carry dispatches back to the 
allies had been cut down was the subject of 
hundreds of dispatches; and the successful 
attempt of the volunteer,, Abraham Kroto- 
shonisky, after all these failures, brought him 
fame and medals, but they failed to land him 
in a place where -he could earn a living for 
the wife and two little children who have come 
to them in the last few years. 

Following an account of the plight of the 
hero, which appeared in The Post a short time 
ago, the attention of Postmaster General New 
was called to the case. He was impressed, and 
promptly recommended to the President that an 
executive order be issued which would permit 
the appointment of Krotoshonisky to the place 
which he sought. President Coolidge needed 
no urging. As soon as he had familiarized 
himself with the case the desired order was 
issued. He enlarged the recommendation of 
the Postmaster General that the war veteran 
be made eligible for appointment in the New 
York postoffice, so that he might be appointed 
in any locality favorable to complete recovery 
from the physical disability which still afflicts 
him as a result of his war service. 

Postmaster Kiely, of New York, has been 
directed by the department to place the veteran 
on the rolls immediately. The ultimate scene 
of his activities in the posta] service will be 
determined later. The point is that he is on 
the pay roll, which is much better than carrying 
around a half peck of medals that have no 
food value. 


NOVELS ARE PRODUCED. 


A recent appraiser of literature has rather 
daringly said that there is no excuse for writ- 
ing novels except to give pleasure, and no ex- 
cuse for reading them except to gain it. Both 
parts of this double-barreled statement might 
be doubted, but the former one, in particular, 
is open to serious question. What was Scott’s 
“excuse” for writing ‘“‘Waverley” and the whole 
series of novels that followed? He had gained 
a wide and hugely interested public by his 
narrative poems, and that public he seemed to 
himself to be in danger of losing, because of 
the probable waning of his poetic star before 
the glory of the luminary who was then lord 
of the ascendant, the “grand Napoleon of the 
realms of rhyme,’’ George Gordon Byron, sixth 
Baron Byron of Rochdale. Accordingly, with 
a Scotsman’s heed to the state of the market, 
the author of ‘“‘The Lady of the Lake” betook 
himself to prose fiction, and therein gained a 
success that has scarcely ever had a parallel. 

Later, when the large fortune accumulated 
by the ‘“‘Wizard of the North” from his literary 
ventures was swept away through an unfor- 
tunate commercial speculation, and he found 
himself faced with a gigantic debt, what was 
his ‘‘excuse’’ for continuing to produce novels 
at a tremendous rate of speed? Was he think- 
ing of the pleasure he could give? Perhaps; 
but certainly his main motive was to clear his 
name by earning enough by his pen to pay off 
his creditors. ‘“‘Time and I against any two,” 
said the already more than middle-aged but 
undaunted author.

POWER TO SENTENCE CRIMINALS. 


The action of Judge Dillon, of Massachu- 
setts, in sentencing a 16-year-old boy to a 
reformatory for 28 years has started a con- 
troversy in that State which bids fair to equal 
that in New York State over the suggestion of 
Gov. Smith that the power of sentence be taken 
from the judges and vested in a board, on 
which should be at least one psychiatrist, who 
would consider the physical as well as the 
mental condition of the felon before determin- 
ing the measure of punishment to be meted 
out. © 
It was thought when Gov. Smith made his 
suggestion that the idea was absolutely novel. 
But the Boston Transcript talls attention to 
the fact that as long as 80 years ago 8. J. 
May, of the New York Prison Association, 
suggested that “‘one of the greatest improve- 
ments in administration of our penal “code 
would be to withhold from the judges all dis- 
cretion as to the time for which the convicts 
shall be confined.”

Congress will surrender to the spirit 
of Christmas after three days of work 
this week and depart from the Capitol 
for its annual holiday recess. 

The urge to be home for the hanging 
of stockings already has captivated 
some of its members, and there was a 
slight exodus from the city Saturday 
night and yesterday. By adjournment 
Wednesday it is doubtful if a quorum 
of either body will be found in the 
respective chambers. 

Nevertheless, the House will continue 
to the last the industrious mood it has 
shown since the opening of the session, 
with leaders planning to‘dispose of sev- 
eral minor bills tomorrow and the alien 
property return measure by Tuesday 
night.

IN WATER POWER USE 


Resources and Plants Lead 
All Nations of World; Italy 
Next, France Third. 


The United States leads all other 
countries of the world in the utiliza- 
tion of its water power resources and 
progress made in building new plants, 
according to estimates made public by 
the Geologtcal Survey of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. 

In the capacity of its constructed 
plants the United States nearly equals 
all of Europe; its total at the end of 
1926 being 11,700,000 horsepower for 
plants of 100 horsepower or more, as 
against 13,100,000 horsepower in Europe, 
presumably for plants of all sizes.

Will-Pay Amount to. Discover 
Who Is Behind Charges 
in Mexican Papers. 


SENATORS ARE CHECKING 
STORIES TOLD BY AVILA 


May Obtain Genuine Docu- 
ments to Compare Them 
With Those Printed. 


Buffalo, N. Y.; Dec. 18 (A.P.).—Dud- 
ley Field Malone, of New York, tonight 
announced that he would pay a re- 
ward of $5,000 for evidence to show 
who is responsible for the charges that 
a@ large sum of money had been re- 
ceived from Mexico for distribution 
among United States senators and “ex- 
pose the motives behind the con- 
spiracy.” 

Mr. Malone, who is on a visit here, 
said that, although he already had ap- 
peared before the Senate investigating 
committee. he had waited until all the 
important testimony had been laid be- 
fore the committee before making a 
public statement. 

“The uncontradicted testimony .- of 
Senator Borah, Senator Norris, Senator 
La Follette and Senator Heflin,” his 
statement said, “shows that until I 
went to Washington last Thursday I 
had not seen nor had any contact with 
any of these senators for periods rang- 
ing from five to thirteen years. 

“Mr. Hearst. testified that he did not 
believe any money had been received 
by me or paid to these senators. The 
Mexican consul general, Arturo Elias, 
confirmed my testimony that. neither 


of us had ever known or even seen each 
other. 


In Europe During “Payments.” 


“Moreover, I was in Europe continu- 
ously through the spring and summer 
of 1926 and on the day I am alleged 


to. have received the money in New 
York and paid it to the senators I 
was at: my villa in the south of France.” 


Papers from files of the offices ‘in 
Mexico City may be sought by the spe- 
cial Senate investigating committee to 
check against documents supposed to 
have been taken from there purporting 
to show that a $1,215,000 slush fund 
was pravided by Mexico for four United 
States senators. 

This possible move was given yester- 
day as one reason for the postpone- 
ment of further hearings by the com- 
mittee until December 27. After a long 
conference Saturday ‘vith Undersecre- 
tary Olds of the State Department, the 
committee sent out for additional 
papers, declining to give details of its 
quest. 

No Conclusions Reached. 


Opening a widespread secret inquiry 
after three days of open hearings, Sen- 
ator Reed (Republican), Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the special committee, an- 
nounced that the committee had 
reached no conclusions as to the genu- 
ineness of the documents which were 
published in Hearst papers. 

Absolution of the four senators’ 
names in the Hearst documents— 
Borah, Norris, Heflin and “La Follette— 
has been given already by committee 
members who are determined now to 
find out how the documents got into 
existence. 

To this end, careful check is being 
made on the story of Miguel Avila, 
American-born so~ of a Mexican father 
and Italian mother, who told the com- 
mittee he purchased all the documents 
with money provided by Hearst, and 
saw most of them extracted from files 
in the Mexican archives in Mexico City 
and from the files of Arturo M. Elias, 
Mexican Consul General in New York 
City, the supposed intermediary in this 
country for transmittal of the huge 
fund.

Only the Deforest corporation is in 
the Hands of receivers, and the incor- 
rect statement that the other com- 
plainants were in a sim.lar financial 
condition is herewith corrected.

Will Equal Entire Business of 
1927, Says Chicago Con- 
tinental Circular. 


EASY MONEY PREDICTED 


Chicago, Dec. 18 (A.P.).—Declaring 
that “prosperity is in prospect” for the 
first half of 1928, a circular issued to- 
day by the Continental National Bank 
of Chicago said that “we find no evi- 
dence of a coming period of depres- 
sion.” 


“We do not anticipate business ex- 
pansion of such proportions as to justi- 
fy use of the word ‘boom,’” says the 


circular in a discussion of the trend 
of business. “We do expect a continu- 
ance of generally prosperous business 
and we don’t mean ‘profitless pros- 
perity’ either.” 

“The year 1925 set a business record,” 
continues the report. “The following 
year broke that record. Business this 
fall did not expand as was generally 
expected, but the entire year °27 will be 
better than ’25 in nearly every particu- 
lar. 

“For the first half of 1928 we predict 
prosperity. The money income of the 
farmer is.a beautiful back-log of pur- 
chasing power. The prospect is for 
maintenance of industrial employment 
and the sustained income of indus- 
trial workers will help to sustain busi- 
ness.” 

That the industrial production will 
at least be maintained at the present 
level and may increase after the first 
of the) year is predicted in the circular. 

Easy money is the prophecy of the 
financial institution. “This condition 
always sustains business,” it asserts. 
“Base in the money market and mod- 
erate invehtories make a sharp down~ 
turn in commodity prices improbable,’ 

However, the bank predicts that a 
“continued conservatism in buying will 
prevent an over — .d increase in prices. 
Adequate credit for any business need 
is assured. Easing off in the volume of 
new building is likely and desirable. 
Other construction will probably con- 
tinue in volume.” 

“A new record for security issues In 
1927 suggests expenditures for labor 
and materials,” says the report. “There 
will be variations in earnings, between 
localities, lines of business and indi- 
vidual concerns. There always are. 
But the degree of variation will depend 
largely on controllable factors of or- 
ganization and management.” 

In summing up the prospects for the 
first six months of 1928 the circular 
says, “we feel that the business record 
for the first six months of 1928 should 
equal the average for the entire year 
It may be up to the figures 
for the first half of 1927.”

The Chamber of .Commerce of the 
United States announced yesterday 
that members of its board of directors 
held encouraging wews of business 
during 1928, base “largely upon im- 
proved agricultural conditions.”

Chamber Encouraged 
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$4,000,000 Paid Out on Pre- 
vious Educational Gifts, 
Report Shows. 


200 BOOKS ARE FINANCED 


New York, Dec. 18 (A.P.).—Grants 
totaling $2,000,000 for the advancement 
of education were made by the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York during the 
fiscal year ended September 30, Presi- 
dent Frederick P. Keppel announced in 


his annual report today. In addition 
to this amount, President Keppel re- 
ported that payment of $4,000,000 was 
made during the year on grants voted 
in previous years. 

“Educational foundations do more 
than endow colleges and make eduica- 
tional studies,” said Mr. Keppel, who 
pointed out that the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion aids in the diffusion as well as in 
the advancement of knowledge among 
the people of the United States. 

While the corporation issues a few 
publicans of its own, he said that 
within the last four years the publica- 
tion of some 200 books and of more 
than 600 magazine articles was the re- 
sult wholly or in part of appropriations 
from the corporation. 

Subject matter of these articles, he 
said, ranged from atomic structure to 
legal aid, from helium to pyorrhea and 
from British coal mining to floor 
making. 

The list of appropriations shows that 
$831,000 during the year went to edu- 
cational studies, research and publica- 
tions, and amounts ranging from $5,000 
to $50,000 for research and study dn 
history teaching, graduate instruction 
vitamins, theory of surfaces, earth- 
quakes, insulin, alumni organizations 
modern language, engineering educa- 
tion, adult education and fine arts. 

The library interests of the corpora- 
tion are being largely cared for by 
grants made in former years, Mr. Keppel 
reported, the corporation appropriating 
only $84;000 last year, chiefly for the 
maintenance of library schools.

Although the youngster has not 
yet ridden in a race, he has been 
well schooled in the art of 
handling thoroughbreds. Several 
months on the Camden farm break- 
ing the yearlings has served to 
make the youngster a real good 
pilot. 


While the Camden horses. are not 
ready for racing as yet, Trainer Stewart 
Nas decided to give Hisle a chance to 
display his wares as a saddle artist 
before home town folk. An application 
for~gpprentice license is likely to find 
its way to Jefferson Park stewards.

To understand what is meant by 
“overcalling” the preceding bid, it ts 
now necessary to explain the arbitrary 
value assigned to the various bids. No 
Trump, in which tricks count ten to- 
ward the score, is the highest bidding 
de¢laration. The four suits in which 
tri¢ks count respectively: Spades 9, 
Hearts 8, Diamonds 7 and Clubs 6, rank 
im that order, so that a bid in No 
Trump is the highest declaration and 
a bid in Clubs the lowest.

GRANITE DUST, 

D* McFARLAND tells us that the 


granite workers in Vermont all 

plan to make enough money at 
their jobs to buy a farm and retire to 
it before the dust gets them. They are 
paid good wages, and many of them 
are able to negotiate a farm as a way 
out of the dust. 

It occasionally happens that a labor 
union turns down proposals of employ- 
ers to install some form of welfare work 
with the laconic comment: "Put it in 
the pay envelope.” That policy does 
not seem to be working very well among 


would be better off if.some of the 
money that now gets into the pay en- 
velope and eventually goes to buy’ and 
maintain a farm could be used to pay 
tor dust prevention apparatus. ; 

Hoffman reports the consumption 
death rate of Vermont granite cutters 
to be 1095.5, as against 96.4 for people 
in Vermont working at other trades. A 
tenfold increase in the consumption rate 
is a stiff price to pay for the privilege 
of working as a granite cutter or gran- 
ite miner. 


But that is not all of the price paid. 
Some part of the consumption among 
farmers, and charged to that group, is 
among broken down granite men spend- 
ing the evening of their lives on farms. 
Consumption is only the last scene in 
the drama at that. 

After a man has cut granite for years, 
breathing the silicate dust constantly 
and in great quantities, he begins to 
notice that he is shortwinded: Then 
he finds that he has little endurance. 
He may have a feeling of suffocation 
when he i inwa closed room. These 
symptoms cause him to consult his phy- 
sician. The p‘ysician listens to his 
chest and notices that the breath 
sounds are peculiar. He takes an X- 
ray picture and finds peculiar shad- 
ows. He makes a diagnosis of silicosis, 
The man’s lungs-are filled with sand 
and overgrown with scar tissue. 


Silicosis is a very mild, slowly pro- 
gressive, slightly disabling condition, 
rather than a disease. If the man buys 
his farm and quits granite cutting he 
may do fairly well for many years, If 
he continues working in the sand dust 
laden air he notices finally that his 
cough is worse and he has some fever. 
He again consults the physician. He 
learns that consumption has / been 
planted on top of silicosis and probably 
he is doomed. « 

Silicosis is neither inheritable nor 
contagious, but the consumption which 
so frequently complicates it is com- 
municable to the members of the man’s 
family.

FACTIONS DROP FEUDS 
TO HOLD UP PROPOSAL 


Yaden, of All Questioned, 
Alone Backs Commissioners’ 
Pian Before Congress. 


“Opposition to temporary location of 
the farmers’ market in the Mall just 
south of the foundations for the Vic- 
tery Washington Memorial Building, 
as proposed in the Commissioners’ rec- 
Ommendation to Congress, was mani- 
fest last night by representative citi- 
zens interested in the market site ques- 
tion. 

Those queried in the matter were al- 
most unanimously of the opinion that 
selection of the site should be made 
now for all time. It was felt by some 
that temporary use of the Mall loca- 
tiori would be wastefully expensive, and 
- tha problem would be no nearer solu- 
tion than heretofore. 

“Objection to the Mall location was 
"Made alike by those who have favored 
the Southwest location and the chief 
contenders for a midcity market, fac- 
tions which formerly have been bit- 
terly opposed in their views. 

James G. Yaden, president of the 
Féderation of Citizens Associations, 
was the sole champion of the position 
taken by the Commissioners. 

“I am in favor of the move,” he said 
last night. “It is the best plan yet ad- 
vanzed. In the four or five years the 
market is temporarily located there 
ample opportunity will be provided to 


study the whole question out and make 
&@ permanent selection.” 


Opposed by Havenner. 


Dr. George C. Havenner, on the other 
hand, definitely opposed the recom- 
mendation. 

“I think they should settle the .prob- 
lem now,” he said. “Otherwise, in four 
or five years we will have it all to go 
through with again, not to speak of 
the expense involved in moaving, and 
bullding temporary sheds on the Mall 
site.” 

A. J. Driscoll, leader of the fight for 
a midcity market location, declared 
the move would be merely a waste of 
funds. An expenditure of $50,000 would 
be involved, and in inclement weather 
the proposed site would become muddy 
and objectionable. He recalled that 
the Convention Hall Market committee 
has offered the farmers free space 
around the hall until Congress pro- 
vides a permanent place for them. 

Salvatore Scalco, president of the 
National Fruit Co. and champion of the 
Southwest location, added his voice to 
those raising objections to the plan. 
He declared there is no merit in a 
project which would expend $50,000 for 
a temporary location, when a water- 
front location is immediately available 
at no cost whatsoever. 

Maj. Clayton Emig, president of the 
Dupont Circle Citizens Association. 
ironically remarked that it would be a 
splendid idea to locate a market so near 
Capitol Hill in order that the attention 
of Congress be forcibly attracted to the 
problem involved. 


Want Problem Solved. 


“I can imagine no more incongruous 
selection for a market than the Mall,” 
he said. “The authorities should decide 
upon @ permanent location immedi- 
ately. If it is established temporarily 
in the Mall, it is evident from past 

ractices that the selection will become 

rmanent one.” 

eorge M. Yeatman, who took a 
prominent part in the fight for a South- 
west site, declared himself emphatically 
Opposed to the recommendation. 

“Why ruin the Mall by planting a 
market in the middle of it?” he asked 
“That land is ‘too valuable to be used 
for such a purpose. They might call 
it @ temporary location, but if they 
ever-put it there, it will be like pulling 
teeth to get it off.” 

Jesse C. Suter, former president of 
the-Federation of Citizens Associations, 
also expressed the fear that temporary 
use of the Mall site for market pur- 
poses might resolve itself into a per- 
manent establishment. 

“The problem should be solved right 
mow—not be put f this way,” he 
said. “Any expenditure whatsoever for 
buildings should be made on a per- 
manent site.” 

Col. Henry Newcomer, Edwin 8. Hege 
and Kenneth P. Armstrong, all mem- 
bers of the Citizens Advisory Council, 
declined to take a stand on the rec- 
ommendation, on the ground that they 
had no opinion in the matter.

Invalid Veteran Painting 
Vision of the Virgin Mary 


Angelo De Martino at Naval Hospital Putting on Can- 
vas Miracle He Saw as Youth in Italian Mountains; 
Fought for United States in World War. 


In a vacant ware at the Naval Hos- 
pital an invalid war veteran is striving 
to paint on canvas a vision which he 


‘|had of the Virgin Mary when he was a 


youth roaming the mountains of his 
native Italy. 

Out of the horror of the major en- 
gagements in which he served with the 
American Expeditionary Force in 
France, out of.the sorrow of the death 
in action of his younger. brother, who 
was with the Italian forces, and out 
of a six-year period of hospitalization, 
Angelo DeMartino is trying to portray 
for the public just how the mother of 
Christ appeared t’ him 20 years ago. 

With a piece o° broken glass for a 
palette, the veteran stands le2fore his 
nearly completed canvas and paints 
until exhaustion cal's him back to his 
white cot in an adjoining ward. Soon 
the painting will be finished, he says, 
and then he will take a long rest, but 
until it is completed. he will work every 
minute that he can stand. 

Physicians and attendants at the 
hospital stand by interested while Mar- 
tino works, always watching him, and 
always ready to give him what assist- 
ance they can, aiding him in his ven- 
ture into the realm of art as they have 
aided him for the last six years in his 
fight for life and health. 

"The painting. shows the Virgin ap- 
pearing over a ridge of mountains, 
while in the foreground is pictured. the 
little town from which Martino and his 
younger brother Joseph watched the 
miracle a score of years ago. 

In halting English, still strongly ac- 
cented, Martino yesterday paused in 
his painting to tell the story of the 
vision. In 1907, he, accompanied by his 
younger brother, Joseph, and a group of 
friends, left their native city of Bari, 


Italy, to cross the Volturo Mountains 
in search of employment. 

As they were crossing the mountains 
a terrific storm broke, and Martino and 
the rest took refuge in the little town 
of Rionero, located in the midst of the 
mountains. After they had been in 
Rionero the -storm cleared, Martino 
says, and he and his brother went out 
to look at the sky in order to determine 
if they could continue their journey, 

Off to the left of the mountains they 
saw the vision of Mary, clearly outlined 
against the sky. 

Three years after seeing the vision 
Martino and his brother came to this 
country and settled in Philadelphia. 
Shortly after the outbreak of the World 
War Joseph went back to his native 
land to join the troops protecting Italy, 
and there he met his death. 

When the United States entered the 
conflict Martino joined the Army, and 
was attached to the 307th Trench Mortar 
Company of the Thirty-second Division. 
Through the engagements of St. Mihiel, 
the Meuse and the Argonne Martino 
fought, and. after the conflict returned 
to Philadelphia, sadly broken in health. 
In 1921 he was sent to the Naval Hos- 
pital here for medical treatment, and 
a series of operations performed here 
saved his life. It was after one of these 
operations that the veteran conceived 
the idea of painting the vision, the 
first artistic work he had ever at- 
tempted, for prior to entering the war 
he had been assistant foreman of a con- 
struction gang in Philadelphia. 

Martino explains that he can no 
longer pursue his former calling, and 
says that if he is successful in his 
present painting, and is able to find a 
market for it, he will study painting 
and continue that work.

There was never, in all the world, a 
story more beautiful than the life of 
Christ, the majesty, the sweetness, the 
simplicity of it, and the tragedy. From 
time immemorial it“has been held 
as a great drama. Because of the very 
sacredness of the subject, the stage has 
let it entirely alone; save in symbolism. 
Now the movies have seized upon the 
life of Christ, and for once in the his- 
tory of Hollywood no caption or title 
editor had to apply, for the sub-titles 
of “The King of Kings,” showing in the 
National Theater, are direct from the 
New Testament. They -.preserve the 
dignity of the Scriptures, and the story, 
and lay no open road to sacrilege— 
though there will ever be those who 
will see no human, living being, worthy 
of wearing the cloak of Christ, even in 
make-believe. 

Be that as it may, Cecil B. DeMille’s 
picture is a clear-cut, dynamic study 
of the bible. Adapted by Jeanie Mac- 
Pherson, under: the guidance, so ‘tis 
said, of several gentlemen of the cloth, 
representatives of all the faiths_ in- 
volved, “The King of Kings” is noth- 
ing more nor less thun a glorified les- 
son, or the telling of a story that is 
told every Sunday throughout the year 
to bible classes in Christendom. 

Since the birth of Christ is left en- 
tirely out of the picture, the story 
starts somewhere later—at a convenient 
point that leads, naturally, through the 
working of miracles to the betrayal by 
Judas, through the way of the cross to 
the crucifixion—and, finally, to the 
resurrection and ascension. 

For the first time, perhaps, the 
heroic figure of the Messiah is shown 
on the screen. In earlier pictures where 
reference is made to the Saviour there 
is merely a shadow on a wall, or some 
such artistic touch to suggest only. 
Here H. B. Warner stens forth in the 
sacred role. Because of his previous 
stage career—always Warner was cast 
as lead character in a crook drama— 
many had misgivings for the man, but 
it should be said on his behalf that he 
comes. through nobly; that in at least 
two or three episodes his work is 
heroic. 

Naturally an episodic. narrative, the 
film fills in a hurried background as 
it goes;. but the story weaves itself 
along in an interesting and easy man- 
ner, suspense-holding despite the fact 
that almost any one familiar with the 
biblical version anticipates even the 
titles, flashed from sometimes stagy 
settings. This is the outstanding fault 
of the scenario, it seems; that situa- 
tions, time after time, are molded, 
seemingly, merely to meet the exigen- 
cies of a scriptural line; that familiar 
quotations are taken from the Bible 
and scenes built around them. 

With it all, “The King of Kings” tis 
worthy of the effort, a master picture 
mounted on a mammoth framework.

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The Symphony Concert. 


~The high place that is being achieved 
by Conductor Adolphe Kornspan “and 
the Fox Symphony Orchestra in the re- 
gard of Washington’s music lovers 
through the medium of the concerts 
that are being offered each Sunday at 
2, preceding the first presentation of 
the new bill for the week, was elo- 


quently attested yesterday, when at. the 
opening strains of Thomas’ familiar 
“Raymond” overture, the first number, 
the Fox, largest of the Capital’s pic- 
ture houses, was considerably more 
than half filled, and at the dying note 
of Meyerbeer’s “Coronation March,” 
from “Le Prophete,” the closing num- 
ber, it was packed to capacity with a 
wildly applauding crowd. 

Yesterday’s program was perhaps & 
little lighter and a little more in the 
popular ken than some of its prede- 
cessors, but it still was of substantial 
symphonic caliber, due in no small 
measure to many special arrangements 
of well-known ballads and melodies— 
even including a concert transcription 
of “Turkey in the Straw.” All of the 
six numbers, several of two or more 
parts, were generously applauded, al- 
though many of the piano passages? 
were marked by such delicate tonal 
fiber as to approximate chamber mu- 
sic which may or may not. be desirable 
in a theater the size of the Fox. This 
was especially true of “Londonderry 
Air,” Kornspan’s own arrangement of 
“Believe Me If All Those Endearing 
Young Charms,’,and Boccherini’s “Cel- 
ebrated Minuet.” “Raymond” and the 
“Coronation March” were executed 
with all essential observance of fortis- 
simos, fanfares and stirring climaxes. 

Bernard Parronchi’s cello solo and 
Muriel La France’s coloratura in “Lo, 
Hear the Gentle Lark,” might have 
been numerously encored, but were 
not. 


The Week’s Bill. 


It is well that “Honor First,” the 
Foy. film revival, cofeaturing John Gil- 
bert and Renee Adoree, that serves as 
chief screen feature for the week in- 
augurated yesterday afternoon, opens 
with a wild flurry of trench fighting, 
for anything less instantly thrilling 
would have been seriously out of con- 
sonance with the heroic proportions of 
the program which it immediately fol- 
lowed. 

The condensed version of “Sweet- 
hearts” has been accorded a magnifi- 
cently colorful production wy John 
Wenger, Charles Sinclair and Alexan- 
der Oumansky. Principals and chorus 
both wobbled a bit uncertainly during 
the three scenes in which the Herbert 
favorite now is presented, but these ex- 
pected lapses in a first performance 
were immeasurably overbalanced by the 
excellence of orchestra, chromatic 
splendor of costumes and staging and 
the gracefulness of the ballets. The 
capacity house literally thundered i‘s 
laudations at the i1inal curtain. 

Another artistic gem, equally grate- 
ful to ear and eye, is the so-called 
“color canvas,” during which “The 
Dance of the Hours,” from Ponchielli’s 
“La Giaconda,” is beautifully played by 
the orchestra under Kornspan, and as 
rhythmically interpreted on the stage 
by the ballet corps. This glimpse of 
choreography abounds in color, move- 
ment and aural charm, 

It is evidently with. premeditation 
that this week’s program is preponder- 
antly musical, for another flatteringly 
received contribution was the miniature 
“Philharmonic Concert” with which the 
major program of the afternoon was in- 
troduced. Four parts here. First, 
Rachmaninoff’s G minor prelude by 
the orchestra; the “Valse Bluette,” 
played as a violin solo by Concer* Mas- 
ter Samuel Korman, with orchestral 
accompaniment; a vocal interlude by 
Miss La France, and a concluding sym- 
phonic jazz hit, “Yankee Rose.” 

The interval between the symphonic 
concert and the regular week’s bill was 
bridged by “Solitudes,’’ demonstrating 
perfectly our idea of what a scenic film 
subject shou'd be like, and thc ‘‘Movie- 
tene News” combined with Fox and 
Pathe offered their usual studies, in 
cluding another ovation for Lindberg.

PALACE = 


Perched precariously upon the outer 
rim 4f the orchestra segment of Loew's 
Palace Theater Saturday afternoon, 
surrounded by enthusiasm and cla- 
quing Christmas shoppers, we became 
perniciously impressed with the notion 


that the Capital’s smart amusement 
seekers this week will perceive greater 
entertainment in the short screen sub- 
jects and the stage attractions than in 
the other hour of the highly diversi- 
fied bill that presents Pola Negri in 
“The Woman On Trial,” her latest opus 
for Paramount. 

“The Woman On Trial” reveals noth- 
ing of the fiery Negri who came to us 
from.Poland by way of Germany to im- 
press & new personality upon the na- 
tive screen and its discriminating fol- 
lowers. The present Negri’s eyes droop, 
the step has lost its-cat-like spring, the 
artiste seems very tiréd. To be sure, 
this reaction on the part of the spec- 
tator may very easily be attributed in 
large measure to the turgid movement 
and total lack of inspiration in the pic* 
ture in which the Negri finds herself 
cast. It is a story of mother love, hus- 
band hate,.the perfidy of friends and a 
struggle against tuberculosis on the 
part of the “boy friend.” The recital 
takes the familiar form of a visualized 
narrative related to judge and jury by a 
woman accused of murder and on trial 
for her life. Her declarations to those 
sitting in judgment upon her comprise 
the subtitles of the film, which then 
are depicted photographically to make 
assurance doubly sure. There was & 
bit of unintentional, but none the less 
potent anticlimax upon the occasion of 
last Saturday’s inaugural, based upon 
the unmistakable and admittedly 
timely resemblance of the judge to 
Santy Claus! 

Miss Negri finds herself confronted 
with no necessity for disclosing those 
tigerish and sirenic endowments which 
made her a sensation in her foreign- 
made vehicles. The lugubrious sug- 
gestion of “The Woman On Trial”. is no 
doubt heightened to some by the podst- 
humous performance of Einer Hanson 
in the leading male role. His placid de- 
piction of the ailing hero finds con- 
trast in the acute villainies of the un- 
loved husband, played by Andre Sarti 
much as he portrayed the unsuccessful 
Sultor opposite Norma Talmadge in her 
modernized “Camille.” 

Over the remainder of the program— 
and. it is a full half—the populace 
gives every promise of falling out of 
thcir chairs and rolling in the aisles! 
Anatole Friedland is no stranger to 
Washington, nor are his elaborate acts. 
The present offering at the Palace 
takes the form of a complete floor show 
ostensibly imported from Mr. Fried- 
land’s nocturnal haunt in New York 
now suffering under the laminated fm- 
pediment of the law, whence it derives 
the title of “Club Padlock.’”” The suave 
and sraceful young planist-composer is, 
of course, master of ceremonies, a post 
which he fills with distinction and 
polish, not to say aplomb and ~-clat. 

The stars of the revue are the im- 
presario himself; Al Jockers, leading 
the Palace syncopators as a part of the 
night club simulation; LeBlanc and 
DuCharm, P..risian dancers; Wesley 
Eddy, guest conductor, who is Cliff 
Edwaras’ only close rival with uke and 
voice; eight pulchritudinous and agile 
girls led by Louise Allen and Lucille 
Hays in an amazingly versatile succes- 
sion of individual and ensemble spe- 
cialties, and Colby Harriman, who 
presumably devised the lighting ef- 
fects that add further charm to the 40 
minutes consumed. 

Then there are the orchestral pre- 
lude, not particularly tuneful this 
week, but excellently played under the 
baton of Harry Borjes; the M-G-M news, 
featuring Col. Lindbergh and his latest 
triumph, which elicited so much ap- 
plause that quite a bit splashed over on 
Presidefit Calles, and a new Aesop Fable 
called “The Junk Man,” which, to this 
depraved taste, like all Fables, is en- 
tirely too short. 

Altogether a clever, colorful, *mus- 
ing composite executed on a scale,of 
genuinely big-time proportions—if Mr. 
Friedland only wouldn’t beg quite so 
hard for volumes of applause that he 
is going to receive anyway!
